Ford does not teach a hollow, malleable 
frame. As such, Applicant requests that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) be withdrawn. 

The Action rejected claim 1 under 35 U.S .C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by US Patent 5,98 1 ,005 
(Schiess). Claim 2 and 15 recite "a hollow, malleable frame." Schiess does not teach a hollow, 
malleable frame. As such, Applicant requests that the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) be withdrawn. 

The Action rejected claim 1 under35U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Patent 4,123,872 
(Silva). Claim 2 and 15 recite "a hollow, malleable frame." Silva does not teach a hollow, malleable 
frame.

a backbone piece; 

four leg pieces attached to said stiff backbone piece; 

a malleable ,hollow frame attached to the backbone piece and 

said four leg pieces; 

stuffing filling the malleable , hollow frame;and 
cloth covering the malleable , hollow frame. 

3. (New) The artificial animal of claim 2,wherein the backbone piece 

is rebar. 

4. (New) The artificial animal of cliam 2, wherein the backbone piece 

is wood. 

5. (New) The artificial animal of cliam2 , wherein said four leg pieces 

are rebar. 

6. (New) The artificial animal of claim 2, wherein said four leg pieces 

are wood. 

7. (New) The artificial animal of claim 2, wherein said malleable, 

hollow frame is wire. 

8. (New) The artificial animal of claim 2, further comprising webb- 

ing attached to the hollow / malleable frame. 
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9. (New) The artificial animal of claim 8,wherein said webbing is 
formed of six conductot wire. 

10. (New) The artificial of claim 7, wherein said wire is lOaw elect- 
rical wire. 

11. (New) The artificial of claim 2,further comprising connecting 
wire connected to the hollow malleable frame. 

12. (New) The artificial animal of claim 10 wherein said connecting 
wire is electric fence wire. 

13. (New) The artificial animal of claim 4, wherein said wood is a 
wooden dowel . 

14. (New) The artificial animal of claim 2, further comprising rocker 
attached to the four leg pieces.
